for thi people of Georgia as well as his 
own etato, that "cotton ia HkowiEO in 
coutemplattun, tind. if good eoed could 
be procured, he hoped it might oucceed," 
a tariff ol 3 cente « pound wag laid on 
cotton, to take effect on Uecomber 1, 


1790. 


Here was ft protective duty pnro and 


simple. No cotton was produced At that 
time, but because cougresa was con- 
vinced that it could be grown at home it 
provided for a duty to late effect seven- 
teen months after the pnfiengo of the 


law, 
thus assuring those who contem- 


plated cotton growing that their new 
enterprieo would be encouraged and pro- 
tected as soon ae It took root. 


By no poeoiblo construction can this 


cotton cnriff bo construed as one for rev- 
enue. If revenue were even its second- 
ary object, its authors would have had 
it take eflect immediately, BO Gore was 
their need of money to meel govern- 
mental liabilities and eipenBes, lug tend 
of forbidding its enforcement for a year 
and a half. Even to its micuteet detail, 
this cotton duty levied by tho men who 
framed the constitution and signed by 
George Washington, agrees exactly with 
the SIcKinley tin plate duty. 


Both had their origin in the belief that 


a non-existent industry could be trans- 
planted to tli is conn try by means of a 
protecting duty on the foreign compet- 
ing product; both were primarily pro- 
tective in principle; both were held in 
abeyance till such time as Hie home in- 
dustry would have got a foothold. Thna 
the very feature of the new tariff which 
tho free tradersattack with most fierce- 
neea on tho ground that, whatever may 
be said of ite other provisions, this one at 
least is directly contrary to the princi- 
of all former tariffs and in flagrant viola- 
tion of the constitution, finds a clear pre- 
cedent in the Binction ot the fathers of 
the government themp-lves.
